Thoe cost of the entire
work 15 over Si0,000, The bridge is to be in
place by the end of this year,

A WESTERY OUTLET.

This is the most important movement the
Reading has made for many years, It bhas been
the virtual owner of the Harrisburg and Poto-
mac road, which runs from a point eight miles
sonth of Harrisburg to Bhippensburg, a dis-
tance of 40 miles from Harrsburg, where it
connects with the Western Maryland. The eon-
etruction of the Harrisburg Terminsl, a link of
about nine miles, not only enables the Reading
te ntilize (ts Harrisbarg and Potomar road, bat
through 18 connections would reach the South
and West. It is this link of road that has cansed
the stramed relations between the Fennsylva-
nis and the Reading roads. By this new line the
EBeading will have i1s own connections 10 the
Waestery, Pennsvivania coke fields and paves
the war for the new South Pesnsylvania con-
nection with Pitsabnre.
